GOSSIP OF THE DAY AT THE 
CAPITAL. 
——— 


Gecretary Fairchild Expected to Take Mr. Manning’s 
Place inthe Cabinet-The President Receives 
a Delegation of Mugwumps—Conger’s 
Attack on the South—Other Notes. 


WasnincGTon, April 7.—[Special.]—The gen- 
era] supposition that Assistant Secretary Fair- 
child will succeed Secretary Manning has been 
strengthened by the. president’s request that 
Mr. Fairchild should attend cabinet meetings, 
He went to the meeting yesterday and will at- 
tend regularly as the representative of the 
treasury while he continues to act as the head 
of that department. The continued improve- 
ment in Secretary Manning’s condition is re- 
ported, but at best it will-be a long time be- 
fore he is restored to anything like health. 
Every day or twoareport is circulated that 
Attorney General Garland means to resign, 
but there is nothing to support such an asser- 
tion. On the contrary, the friends of the at- 
torney general assert emphatically that he 
does not intend to resign. Mr. Garland will 
probably remain in the cabinet to 
the end of his administration unless the pres- 
ident should request his resignation. 

t AN INFORMAL RECEPTION. 

This afternoon the president held one of bis in- 
formal rc ceptions in honor of a large excursion 
party from New England now visiting Wash- 
ington. As one group of the excursionists ap- 
proach«d Mr. Cleveland their spokesman said: 

“Mr. President, we are a set of Magsachu- 
settes mugwumps.” 

‘“‘The president replied, then you are pretty 
good people.” 

Considerable talk was had at the capitol to- 
day over the recent local elections in the west. 
Rey ublican’congressmen construe the large 
gaius of their party in Chicago and Cincinaati 
as a happy omen for congressional elections. 

Some democratic members from the 
west take rather a gloomy 
view of ihese elections, but most of them say 
the result is natural and easily accounted for. 
They say the democrats lost Chicago because 
of their corrupt city administration, and in 
Cincinnati because of the frauds they attgmpt- 
ed at the laststate election. 

LOGAN’S ARMY BILL. 

Senator Logan has Senator Conger to thank 
for some votes which were cast against his 
bill to incréase the army. It would probably 
have been defeated any way, but Conger’s at- 
tack on southern senators changed the atti- 
tude of several of them towardthe bill. Mr.Con- 


ger made what little notoriety he acquired in| 


the house by just such speeches. Since his pro- 
motion to the senate he has been remaitkable 
for nothing, except his swallow-tailcoat. The 
old man grew greedy for recognition, and 
blazed out in his old style this afternoon.’ He 
is not capable of anything better than the 
miserable harangue he inflicted on the senate, 
and will now probably subside for four more 
years of insignificance.

LAND GRANT FORFEITURES. 


Senator Call Relates How a Railroad Swin- 
died the Government. 

WASHINGTON, April 7.—After the routine 
morning business, which was very light, Mr. 
Call, according to notice, proceeded to address 
the serate on his resolution instructing the 
committee on public lands toreport the bill to 
forfeit all raiZroad land grants not earned 


. within the time ‘specified in the granting act 


or acts extending tiue. The general subject 
of land grants, Mr. Call said, was one of great 
importance. Over 150,000,000 acres of public 
Jands had bcen granted to railroad companies 
to aid in buildingtheir roads. In some re- 
spects Mr. Call would not object to such 
grants. A great{public object had been accom- 
plished, though it might have been accom- 
plished with perhaps greater advantage to the 
people. Some portion of the receipts from 
property might have been reserved to the gov- 


‘ ernment to aid education or to relieve the 


people from the burdens of taxation. It was 
not, however, as to the general subject that 
Mr. Call particularly wished to address the 
senate, but on the subject of land grants in 
Florida. 

Mr. Call then gave a history of those land 
grants and the building of arailroad in Flor- 
ida, especially in connection with 
the corporation known as the 
Florida railroad company. Of the $1,000,000 
nominal capital of that corporation, Mr. Call 
said not one dollar had been paid in cash ex- 
cept the amount paid by the state of Florida, 
which was $90,000. The stockholders had 
gone through the form of making formal pay- 
ment of one per cent, but had immediately 
taken back the money. The granting act re- 
quired that the land should revert to the Uni- 
ted States ifthe road was not built in ten 
— The road was not built then, and had 

ad never been built by the company, but was 
built by the means of donations of other pub- 
lic lands of the United States. 
The company, however, had sold 
their right to every acre of land-grant which 
they had never earned—a right to some 700,- 
000 acres of the best landsin Florida. This 
purpose had been aided by the United States 
court. Courts should not be made the tools of 
railroad corporations, and congress should not 
permit the laws to remain in such a condition 
as to allow the interpretation referred to 

which enabled a corporation to perpetrate a 
fraud on the people. Mr. Call was a friend to 
associated effort, whether of capital or. labor; 
but corporations should be restrained by law 
from accomplishing frauds. 

Mr. Call characterized the operations of the 
Florida railroad company and the United States 
court in aid of those operations, as the most 
extraordinary transaction ever heard of in a 
free country. . 

The resolution, by Mr. Call’s request, was re- 
ferred to the committee on public lands. 

The debate on Mr. Logan’s bill to increase 
the number of enlisted men in the army was 
resumed. 

Mr. Hawley spoke strongly in favor of the 
bill. Messrs. Logan, Teller, VanWyck and 
others also spoke. Finally the vote was 
reached, and the bill was defeated. Yeas 19, 
nays 21. : 

At 3 o’clock, according to previous agree- 
‘ment, a vote was taken on Mr. Hale’s motion 
to strike out section two of the bill which es- 
tablishes the force at 30,000 men. The motion 
was lost on a tie yote of 22 to 22.

The bill was then put upon its final passage 
and defeated—yeas 19, nays 31. 

Discussion then arose as to the measure 
next to be considered. The Washington ter- 
ritory bill had the formal right of way at two 
e’clock in the afternoon, but Messrs. Voorhees, 
Blair, Berry and others indicated a desire to 
call up in the morning hour bills in which they 
are severally interested. Mr. Voorhees desired 
the senate to take up the library bill after the 
morning business tomorrow.

THE SILVER DOLLAR. 


The House Discusses the Question—Trying 
to Stave the Vote Off. 

WASHINGTON, April 7.—In the house, Mr. 
Willis, of Kentucky, reported back the river 
and harbor appropriation bill from the com- 
mittee having charge of the subject, and it 
was referred to the committe ofthe whole. In 
the morning hour Mr. Dunn, of Arkansas, in 
behalf of the committee on American ship- 
ping, called up a resolution setting the 22d, 
25th and 26th of May for the considera- 
tion of the “free ship” bill. Adopted. 

The speaker laid before the house the mes- 
sage of the president on the subject of Chi- 
nese immigration. Referred to the commit- 
tee on foreign affairs. Tfie president calls at- 
tention to and recommends legislation to rem- 
edy the serious defect in the Chinese immigra- 
tion act of 1884, which has the effect of depriv- 
ing Chinese merchants visiting this country‘of 
the right to land, that is distinctly guaran- 
teed to them by the treaty. 

‘At the expiration efthe morning hour,debate 
on the silver bill was resumed. Mr. Bland, of 
Missouri, entered a motlon to recommit the 
bill, which motion will not be acted upon until 
the close of the debate. He then proceeded 
with an argument in favor of the free coinage 
of silver. and gave a resume of the circum- 
stances attending the demonetization of si!ver 

Mr. Norwood, of Georgia, in a dry, sarcastic 
nanner, bore testimony to the wonderful 
knowledge possessed by all men onthe ques- 
tion of finance, and then paid his respects in a 
humerous manuer to several of the gentlemen 
who bad preceded bim in debate, especially 
addressing himself to the satirizing of 
the speech of Mr. Findlay, of Maryland. 
In a quaint, discursive way he defended the 
standurd dollar from the charge of dishonesty 
made by the gold men, and attributed the at- 
tacks macde.on it tothe influence of Great Brit- 
ain. Lombard street said, “Tbe American dol- 
lar is worth only *0 cents.” And Wall street 
repeated the “Ameican dollar is worth only 80 
cents.”’ Lombard street said, “The American 
collar isafraud anda lie?’ and Wall street 
repeated the insult, and said, ‘The American 
dollar isa fraud and alice.’ Lombard street 
said, “The American dollar is nothing but 
bullion,’ and Wall street, like astarling, re- 
peated the slander, and said, “Yes, the Ameri- 
can dollar is nothing butbullion.” A hundred 
years ago there had been some rebels 
in the country, Who had recorded 
in almost forzotten manuscripts the declara- 
tion that congress should coin the money of 
the United States and regulate the value 
thereof. Priortothatthe king had coined 
the money. Should a gentleman be condemn- 
cd for maintaining that coin of the United 
States should be regulated by congress, and not 
by Great Britain and Lombard street. While 
the United States saved the queen the trouble 
of coining its money, she regulated its value. 
Your country had escaped from the tyranny 
ofthe British crown only to fail undera des- 
potism of Brit:sh gold, 

He then defined his position on the pending 
question, pointing out the difficulties which 
attended an adyance or retreat, and maintain- 
ing that the wisest course was to allow the 
cxisting law to remain unchanged. 

Mr. McComas, of Maryland, advocated a 
Couble standard. 

Mr. Bayne, of Pennsylvania, favored the 
suspension of silver coinage. 

Mr. Bland asked unanimous consent,in view 
ef the large number of members who desired 
to speak on the silver question, that the vote 
which is ordered for tomorrow at 3 o’clock 
should be postponed until 5 o’clock Saturday; 
but as that day has been set aside for the con- 
sideration of bills reported by the committee 
on commerce, a member of that committee ob- 
jected, and a member of the committee on 
— objected toa postponement urtil Fri 

ay. 

lt was agreed, however, that the vote shall 
not be taken until 5:30 tomorrow. 

The house then, at 5 o’clock, took a recess 
until 7 o’clock. 

Mr. Forney, of Alabama, reported from the 
committee on appropriations the joint resolu- 
tion introduced by Mr. Herbert, making an 
appropriation for the relief of the sufferers by 
the Alabama floods. The committee recom- 
mended an appropriation of $150,000, instead 
of $300,000, as provided in the original resolu- 
tion. 

THE EVENING SESSION. 

In the evening session the debate on the sil- 
ver bill was continued. Seven members on 
the floor and an equal number of spectators in 
the galleries composed the audience that was 
called to order by the speaker. 

Mr. Daniel, of Virginia, took a stand against 
the suspension of silver coinage, declaring the 
standard dollar was the one _ bulwark 
between the people and -monopoly. The 
banks held the gold; the government had its 
hand upon the greenbacks, and the people 
were told that silver was not wholesome for 
them; if the coinageof silver was stopped 
contraction weuld follow, and after contrac- 
tion came bankruptcy and ruin. The silver 
dollar was not only an honest dollar, but the 
most honest dollarthat had emanated from 
the treasury. The tendency of free silver 
coinage would not be tocarry gold to a pre- 
mium, but to put both metals on the same 
level. The argument that the free coinage of 
silver would drive gold from the country was 
but a second edition of the old prophecy made 
in 1878 that even limited coinage would drive 
out gold. The present situation 
of the country, contrasted with 
its condition in 1878, showed that the United 
States had an increased value of $306,000,000 
of gold and $212,000,000 of silver. Yet the 
people were told that to coin silver would be 
to drive out gold. 

Mr. Crisp, of Georgia, opposed any proposi- 
tion to increase the amount of silver in the 
standard dollar, for the reason that the bullion 
value of that dollar was greater that of any 
like coin issued by any other nation’ of 
the world. He opposed also the prop- 
osition to suspend silver coinage, 
maintaining that the interest of the west and 
south were contrary to those of the money 
lending east, and would be greatly injured by 
a contraction of the currency which would 
follow that suspension. 

Mr. Skinner, cf North Carolina, protested 
against the present law as “humpbvacked bi- 
metalism,” and argued that the proper remedy 
was a free coinage provision. At 10:10 the

SOME QUEER THINGS 


WHICH ARE TRANSPIRING IN 
WASHINGTON. 


Practical Workings of the Civil Service Reform— 
An Instance Where a Republican Has a Demo- 
erat Bounced Out of Office—The Rash 
For RHRailway Postal Clerkships. 


WASHINGTON, April 7.—[Special.]—While 
every department of the government service 
is beseiged by an army of applicants, perhaps 
the heaviest pressure is directed toward the 
railway mail service, Appointees to this ser- 
vice are not subject to civilservice restrictions. 
The pay is apparently good, but it is earned at 
the cost of constant study, of severe exposure 
to weather, of torture to the eyes, and of in- 
cessant peril to life and limb. A ra/lway pos- 
tal clerk earns every dollar he receives from 
the government. 

Still, these places are eagerly sought. I sup- 
pose the postmaster-general*has on file good 
recommendations for at least a théusand appli- 
cants for employment in this service. But 
while the demand for these places is the liveli- 
est that is brought to bear on the department 
it is met by the severest exercise of the con- 
servatism of the postmaster general. Under 
his pronounced policy it is exceedingly ditli- 
cult togeta railway postal clerkship. The 
non-partisan ideas of the administration seem 
to have taken their firmest stand here. . Ke- 
cently the postmaster gencral made the fol- 
lowing 


DECLARATION OF HIS POLICY 
in reference to the railway mail service: 

“I repeat, however, that, according to the 
notice I gave them last year, ‘railway postal 
clerks who have become efficient and valuable 
men, against whom no just compiaint of neg- 
lect, inattention or want of fidelity, honesty or 
efiiciency can be brought, and who have not 
turned their attention to political labors dur- 
ing their service, need have no fear of being 
disturbed so long as they continue to render 
meritorious and faithful service.’ ” 

Under the rule thus announced the only 
openings for this coveted employment occur 
in the establishment of new routes and in the 
rare discharge ofclerks for “otfensive parti- 
savship” or inefliciency. This limited supply 
of patronage is, so far as the south participates 
in it, distributed in a way  neces- 
sarily diflerent from that in 
vogue under republican rule. Formerly, 
as there were scarcely any republican con- 
gressmen from the south, these appointments, 
hke the others, fell into the hands of the re- 
publican politicians grouped about courthouses 
and custombouses in the principal cities of the 
south. Now, each democratic congressman 
comes in for his share, andthe few appoiat- 
ments which can be obtained are so scattered 
as to attract very little attention. 

SOME QUEER THINGS ; 
are happening in Washington in connection 
with this question of appointments and remov- 
als. A remarkable instance which has: just 
ag is but atype of many of the same 

ind. 

A Mr. Cross, of West Virginia, had served as 
a deputy sergeant-at-arms of the senate since 
1879 until ‘a few days ago, when he reccived 
a notice of dismissal. He had _ been 
one of the most punctual and efficient 
employes of the senate, and the only charge 
against him was that he is a democrat. He 
was dismissed on the demand of Senator Ed- 
munds in less than a week after that pious old 
fraud had expressed his righteous indignation 
at the dismissal of men from ofiice on account 
of politics. jut there is a story back 
of Senator Edmunds’s action which is 
deserving of consideration. Cros3 was pointed 
out asa fit victim forrepublican vengeance by 
a republican clerk who is retained in officg un- 
der a democratic secretary of war. He wrote 
to Senator Edmunds asking him to see that 
Cross was bounced because he is a democrat. 
That letter was the oflicial death warrant of 
the unfortunate Cross, If Cross had written 
to the democratic secretary of war and asked 
that the other fellow be ‘‘fired’ 
because he isa republican his letter would 
have been dropped into the waste basket. 
The republican clerk still holds his place and 
is likely to held it as long as he chooses to do 
so. The departments are full of such spies, 
holding their places on democratic sufferance 
and eagerly watching for opportunitics to do 
republican partisan service. 

General Black,the commissioner of pensions, 
complained tothe senate committee that he 
was surrounded by men whom he could not 
trust because of their zeal to do partisan work, 
even tothe injury of the department, and 
yet he was powerlessto removethem. Sena- 
tor Plumb flored up at what he styled an un- 
just importation on ‘‘the honor” of the pension 
clerks. Evidence comes te light almost every 
day to show that General Black put the truth 
in a mild form. 

Of the men on whom he must rely for the 
efficient performance of the enormous business 
of his office, four out of five arein political 
hostility to him, and would profit more by his 
failure than by his successful administration. 
There are some simple minded persons who 
look upon the civil service act as the blessed 
branch which is tosweeten all the bitter waters 
of partisan animosity, as the bough 
which Moses dropped into the wells of Mara 
turned them to delicious purity. It is better 
philosophy, certainly it is nearer the actual 

‘truth, to believe that the party poison which 
is carefully suppressed from eruption thereby 
becomes the deeper and more malignant. The 
thousands of clerks nowin the departments at 
Washington who chipped in to the republican 
corruption fund of 1884 will have a double 
contribution for the republican corruption 
fund of 1888. They will give their money to 
defeat the party under which they will have 
served and drawn a living for four years, and 
they will be enabled to supply valuable infor- 
mation concerning “‘the plans of the enemy.”’ 
If the authors of the present plan Of patronage 
could have carried with them in their 
ascent to this high plane all 
those to whom their ideals of the public ser- 
vice were toapply things might have been 
different. The actual result has been that 
party feeling among government employes 1s 
as high as itever was. The reason it is not 
so apparent is that so many have accepted the 
premium on hypocrisy, which is now offered. 
Great is civil service reform!

CONGER'’S BITTERNESS. 


He Attacks the South ina Speech on the 
Army Bill, 

WASHINGTON, April 7.—In the debate in the 
senate today upon Mr. Gibson’s amendment to 
the Logan army bill to repeal the section of 
the revised statutes which, prohibits éx-confed- 
erate soldiers from appointment to the United 
States army, Mr. Gibson spoke at some length, 
reading from the constitution and from decis- 
ions of the supreme court to show that section 
1218 of the revised statutes was unconstitu- 
tional. It wasalso in conflict, he said, with 
the generous and magnanimous course of the 
government and people of the United States, 
speaking especially of the people of the north 
toward those who were engaged in the ser- 
vice of the confederacy. It was an extraor- 
dinary spectacle, that presented by this 
nation that the men who, a few years 
ago, were engaged in rebelion 
against the United (States were 
today members of this senate, treated as 

rs of those who upheld the union cause. 
en who could be thus honored, and who 
were honored as ministers of the United 
States in the courts of Europe, and might be- 
come judges of the supreme court of the 
Uni States, even chief justice, were the 
men who had served the confederate govern- 
ment, This was ® remarkable circumstance 
in the history, not only of the United States, 
but of civilization itself, and characterized the

eople of this epoch as the most magnanimous 

nown to history. The statute which prohib- 
ited men who served the confederacy from be- 
ing appointed to the United States army, dir. 
Gibson thought, could only be regirded 
as a bar sinister, and not in harmony 
with the spirit which characterized the treat- 
ment of southern people in other respects by 
the people of the north. 

Mr. Logan thought that it might not be well 
to go too fast. He thought that in the eyes of 
the people there were certain persons more 
capable than others. There were men who 
had been officers of the army and navy before 
the war and had entered the service of the 
confederacy. He would suggest an amendment 
of Mr. Gibgon’s motion so as to cover that class 
of people. — 

Gibson could not accept the amend- 
ment, 

Mr. Beck thought Mr. Logan’s amendment 
useless. 

Mr. Butler suggested that in.case of foreign 
war there were many men who served in the 
confederate army who would be competent to 
command brigades and divisions, but would be 
we by Mr. Logan’s suggested amend- 
ment. 

Mr. Logan said that when that time should 
arrive, the country would, no doubt, appreciate 
the services of those men. 

Mr. Sewell, as a member of the military com- 
mittee, favored Mr. Gibson’s amendment. 
When one-third of the senate were men who 
had served in theconfederate army, he thought 
that section 1218 of the revised statutes had 
outlived its usefulness. 

Mr. Morgan said the country had very 
largely outgrown the feeling that prompted 
the enactment of that section, if he could 
judge by the expressions of senators and of 
gentlemen who had been in the union army. 
The law was undoubtedly unconstitutional. 
The point involved was that a man who lived 
in the south could not be appointed to the 
aimy, he must live in the north. When the 
senators were asking for money to increase the 
army, which money came from the pockets of 
ail the people, the senators must not expect 
other senators to violate their sense of consti- 
tutional obligation, and their sense of respect 
for the men wko had grown up with them, and 
worked wth they. He (Morgan). would 
never vote for the bill to increase the army 
while a single man was excluded, unless 
it were Jeff Davis, and he mentioned him be- 
cause he knew Mr. Davis would not accept. 
That was Mr, Morgan’s view of the question, 
and he was sorry that any occasion had arisen 
for its discussion. 

Mr. Call thought the time had come when 
the transactions of war might be regarded as 
matters of history—when we had survived its 
passions, prejudices and antagonisms. He 
thought he saw on the other side of the cham- 
ber and throughout the entire country a dis- 
position to forget whatever was violent and 
bitter, and to accept the past as one of the in- 
evitable consequences of providential arrangoe- 
ments. Thetime had come when we might 
speak a word in defense of the men who acted 
in accordance with their conscientious convic- 
tions, whatever may have been the correctness 
or incorre¢ctuess of those convictions and who 
followed those convictions, even unto death. 

Mr. Call believed that if General Grant and 
(‘eneral Lee were living, and a foreign war 
were toarise, General Grant would select Gen- 
eral Lee fora high command in the union 
army. Who would doubt the loyalty of Gen- 
eral Lee to a restored union? 

Mr. Conger ventured to think that the sol- 
diers of the union who would read this discus- 
sion would wonder whether it was not they tha 
were most in the wrong in the 
late war, Honey and molasses 
speeches of today would indicate that our 
soutbern brethren were forced by providen- 
tial circumstances—compelled by an over- 
ruling providence—to enter on war. He (Con- 
ger) bad been waiting some years for this 
day toccme. It had come e little carlicr than 
he had expected. Some senators did not see 
that they were traitors, to their country. 
Some of them undoubtedly regretted thit 
there was not now a southern confederacy 
with the black marble slab of slavery as the 
keystone of its organization. Those views, 
however, were not expressedin these piping 
times of peace, The. time had 
not come for that exhibition of 
sentiment or for the proposed return to 
a simlar condition of opposition to this gov- 
erpment, if there should be any cause for 
withdrawing allegiance to it. The senators 
wanted to repeal this little distinction be- 
tween loyalty and treachery. Probably to- 
morrow, or perhaps the day after, for these 
things must not follow too fast, we should be 
called upon to vote the confederates thanks 
for their bravery. Mr. Conger supposed they 
‘would hardly expect him to express thanks 
for their loyalty. That would be almost too 
much. He would sayto the gentlemen that 
they liad begun a little too soon to remove all 
distinctions between the soldiers of the Grand 
Army ofthe Republic and those who deserted 
their conntry and fought for the destruction 
of its institutions; he expected to live to see 
the time when attempt would be made to 
put confederate soldiers on the pension rolls of 
our governmemt.

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RIOTOUS STRIKERS. 


AN EXCITING TIME 
LOUIS. 


IN EAST ST. 


A Mobfof Over Ose Thousand Men March to the 
Different Depots and Force Mento Quit Work 
—Deputy Marshals, with Rifles, Call a 
Halt-Mr. Turner interviewed. 


Sr. Lovts, April 7.—A riot broke out in East 
St. Louis today. A large crowd of strikers, 
numbering over 1,000 men, formed about noon 
at the relay depot, and, headed by the leaders 
of the strikers in that city, marched to the 
Ohio and Mississippi railroad depot, where a 
number of platform men were at work. No 
guard of police or deputy sheriffs had been 
stationed there, and the employes were easily 
forced from their positions. Thence the mob 
advanced upon the Vandalia yards. Here a 
few deputies were on duty, who ordered the 
men back. They refused, and made a rush, 
bearing the officers down, and swarmed 
through the gates into the yards and 
forced all the employes at work ont 
of the yards. From this place they 
marched to the Chicago, Burlington and Quin- 
cy yards, where a similar scene was enacted 
and all employes forced out. The men then 
rusked on tothe Chicago and Alton yards and 
upou arriving there were met by a strong 
force of deputy marshals armed with Winches- 
ter repeating rifles. They ordered 
the mob back and called upon 
them to disperse. This the crowd 
refused todoand upon attempting to rush 
through the gates the marshals brought their 
rifles to their shoulders and threatened to fire 
if the crowd advanced. This cooled their ar- 
dor somewhat and they turned back: none less 
determined, however, that there should be no 
work done in that city while the Knights of 
Labor are still on strike. The deputies 
reroained on guard at the Alton yards, fearing 
a second attack upon that point, while; the 
strikers proceeded to the Cairo Short Line 
yarcs. Uvon arriving there the mob found 
their Way unobstructed, and by the same 
means employed at other yards forced the 
men to Jeave their positions. The mob then 
dispersed, having accomplished their object, 
but not before calling a meeting of all the 
stiikers to take place at 2:30 o’clock at Flan- 
néagan’s bali, where resolutions will be adopted 
declaring that no one will be allowed to fill 
the strikers’ places. All the yards are now de- 
sexted, and no business is being done in any 
one of them. 

ACTIVITY AT -THE IRON MOUNTAIN YARDS. 

At the Iren Mountain yards today all is 
quiet aid orderly. Five switch engines are 
at work with crews selected from the road 
force of brakemen. They aresomewhat awk- 
ward in their new positions, but no serious 
ditheulty is experienced in getting freights 
started. Twenty of the switchmen employed 
in these varés returned to work yesterday,but 
went out again when requested todo go by a 
commitiee fromthe Knights of Labor. The 
yercimaster sent to De’Soto for new men,20 of 
whem arrived this morning and are now at 
work, 

SEARCHING FOR THE RIOTERS,

Mr. Bailey, 
of the general committee, spent part of the 
day in East St. Louis, but what he did there 
is not known, and Mr, P. H. Brown, who came 
here from New York with Hayes,. has gone 
out on the Missouri Pacific road, and will visit 
principal points on that line, study the situa- 
tion, and confer with the men. 

P.M. Arthur, chief of the Brotherhood of 
Engineers, was pot seen by the reporters, but 
it is believed that he is still here. It isunder- 
stood he had a conference with the engineers 
in Liast St. Louis yesterday afternoon, The 
mcn there, it is said, are greatly dissatisfied at 
their situation and are in strong sympathy 
with the striking Knights. They are said to 
ol.ject to working with ‘“‘scab’’ firemen, and 
cay thatit is in violation of their contract with 
the companies and they are anxious to resist 
it, and it is asserted that they would not be 
unwilling to strike. It is also believed that 
Mr. Arthur was in consultation last night with 
engineers in this city, among whom there is 
said to exist much the same feeling as among 
those across the river. What has been the 
result of the conference is not known, but itis 
said that Mr. Arthur may‘spend two or three 
days in the city. 

A TALK WITH A COMMITTEEMAN. 

One of the members of the executive com- 
mittee of district assembly No. 101 said today 
tLat the presence of Chief Arghur, of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, is not 
viewed in a favorable light by some of the 
leading knights. In the absence of any posi- 
tive information ccncerning the object of his 
visit here, they argue that if there was any 
truth in the reports that the engineers con- 
templated joining the strikers some of his 
prominent lieutenants would have intimated 
as much tothe members of one of the two ex- 
ecutive committees nowin session. So far 
rothing of that nature has been done. 
Neither Arthur nor any of his men 
bave called on or held any conversation with 

sailey, Hayes or other committeemen, and 
have carefully refrained from affiliating with 
them in any manner, official or otherwise.

Suspended. 

N ASHV&LLE, Tenn., April 7.—({Special.] —The 
river rose rapidly ali last night, owing to the 
heavy water from above, but has aow evident- 
Jy reached its height, as during the twelve 
hours ending at6p. m. the rise was only 
one-tenth of an inch. No more damage has 
been reported in this vicinity, but reports of 
destruction continue to be received from up 
the river. 

There is much inconvenience here, howevar, 
to the hundreds of families who are temporari- 
ly cutoftheirhomes. The most remarkable 
feature about the flood at Nashvilleis that of 
all the immense stores of logs and lumber om 
both sides of the river for adistance of three 
miles,pot a mill has lost a dollar's worth,owing 
to the timely warnings given by the signal 
service tO the observer here. On the 
upper Cumberland many logs and rafts 
were swept away, butall recovered before get- 
ting to Nashville. The water is so high, how- 
ever, that boats are making their trips under 
great disadvantages, and it was today decided 
not to send out any wore up river boats before 
Friday at least. A trip through the suab- 
merged portion of the city this afternoon 
revealed many scenes of. want. In handreds 
of the houses deserted are  famiiies 
livirg in the upper stéries, and 
through the upper windows peered many lit- 
tle ones with pinched faces, showing plainly 
of bunger. There has been much less suffer- 
ing than usual, however, aud a movement is 
on foot to relieve all! who are in need. Pri- 
vate contributions have so far done this pretty 
thoroughly. Whentheriver once begins to 
fall it will fall rapidly, and more destruction 
is anticipated from the sweep of the current 
carrying out houses, etc.

"  ‘ DOBS PAY.

A Wilkes County Man Who is 
Tucker’s Paradise—A Hospitable Home in Lee

The recent statements made by ex-Senator 
James M. Smith, that farming in Georgia does 
not pay, finds plentiful contradiction in the 
experience of numergus tillers of the soil who 
have made it pay. It is not claimed that 
farming is a lottery from which a few draw 
the prizes, while the great majority draw 
blanks, but thatitisthe only safa, life-sus- 
taining business which gives toeach man the 
reward which his labor merits. The trouble 
with some men is that they are mers specula- 
tors, delving at the soil with the same m9- 
tives as if they were on Wall street. Tae true 
farmer is the man who is content to baild up 
a home to shelter his family, to have around 
him his growing stock and his fruitfal fields; 
who is thankful for the health which makes 
life pleasant, and finds in the enjoyment of a 
contented family that bliss whieh can only be 
read of in books by city people. Sacha 
man is spoken of by the Washington Chronicle 
as follows: 

Mr. John W. Besly, whotlives onthe Lin- 
coluten read, owns one hundred avres of com- 
mon ridge land. He paid two dollars an acre 
for it, aud he pays taxes on it at this rate. He 
made in 188 eight bales cotton, 120 bashels 
wheat, 300 bushels eats. 125 bushels corn, be- 
sides peas, potatoes, ete. He did all the plow- 
ing and hoeing himself with the exception of 
twenty-five dollars paid outfor extra labor, 
most of which was forsaving grain. Heclear- 
ed two hundred dollars above expenses 
and has loaned out the money. He says that 
in 1e52 he cleared one thousand dollars on the 
place, and never fails any year to clear as 
much or more as tedid last year. When he 
bought the place some of the old farmers, with 
an ominous shake of the head, said he would 
soon have to quit such a poor place or else 
starve. The secret of his success is that he 


-makes all-of his supplies at home. 


The Haralson Banner mentions the case of 
Mr. S. W. Scales, livinka few miles east of 
town on Little river. He made 80 busheis of 
corn to the acre on three acres last year, Mr. 
scales is @ man whe has the respect of all, 
From the three acres he gathered 240 bushels. 

W. P. Sorrell, of Colquitt county, illustrates 
what can be done in south Georgia. He was 
married in 1850 and has never sinee that year 
bought for his family any bacen, syrup, beef, 


: lard, butter nor potatoes. He raises everything 


of the kind at home. Although far from the 
railroad, he raises fruit, and has a number of 
ILeConte pear trees. He believes there is 
money in this fruit even if a farmer should 
never sell it to anyone. He 
says it-will raise hogs, and ahogis money. 
Just after the war, he bought eighty bushels of 
corp, in 1855, and “that’s the last corn this old 
man has bought.” As for potatoes, his peigh- 
bors say, “nobody in the world can beat old 
Sorrell.” Here’s what he says himself: “Ifa 
man has fifty acres in sweet potatoes he then 
Jacks just four rows of having enough.” 

Between o]d Starkville and Leesburg is a 
farm owned by Ed Martin, the tax collector of 
‘Lee county. The house stands in a beautiful 
grove, and is a typical southern home of the 
olden time. It is known as “the orphans’ 
home.” Until afew years ago it was the res- 
idence Of Judge G. M. Stokes. He has no 
children, but he and his noble wife have 
reared and educated,at their own expense, 
more orphan childrenjthan any othersia South 
Georgia. A part of the house was built to az- 
commodate their proteges. In addition to 
theirgood work in this line, it has been a 
labor «f love of these good people te baild and 
maintain the Presbyterian church at Lees- 
burg. 

The Camilla Clarion te:ls of an enjoyable 
visit to the farm of Mr. John Tucker, near 
Moultrie: 

Whee on Tuesday Hon. W.N. Spence said, 
“Let's” go avd spend the’ night with John 
‘Tucker,’ we answered, ‘that suits us exactly.” 
Tucker owns Jand and stock, aud has a com- 
fortable bome, and with a iarge family enjoys 
that independence which only south Georgia 
fusmers know. Mr. ‘Tucker and Mr. Spence 
were old creniesin the legislature, and in a 
short time be was sitting up with his kind 
fxmily entertaining us charmingly. His 
tuble greaved under dishes of fresh fish, 
from the creek, and the lawyers ate enough 
to msuke them groan a week. : Mr, Tucker is 
one of the sous of the late Reuben Tucker, the 
patriarchal Viimitive Baptist minister, who 
was the father of thirty-two children. At one 
time it took a mutton a day to feed them. He 
wus a pioneer of the country, and was 4 cap- 
tain inthe war with the Creek and Seminole 
indiangin 1536. He fought in the battle of 
srushy Creek, near Little river, about twenty 
miles from where Moultrie now stands. The 
biock house for the white women 
and children was about twelve miles 
helow Moultrie, at John Sloav’s. Friend 
Jebn says he was a little boy.and well remem- 
bers one bight when the Indians came to his 
father’s house. His father was. away from 
home with his company. It was a moonlight 
night thongha httle cloudy. His mother 
woke up the children saying, “Get-ap; we are 
al) going to be kilied. The yard 4s fall of I[n- 
disns.” John peeped through the - cracks and 
there they were, sure exough, ail about the 
yard. “They cameup tothe house and peep- 
ed in. I could see ’em, and I conid smell 
em.” “How did they smell, John?” “Sorter 
bike a gourd vine ard sorter like a nigger.” 
Strange to say, the father came home while 
they were in the yard and walked right into 
the bouse and the warriors lefe withuut do- 
ing any special damage. 

The Conyers Weekly hits at the chief evil 
of southern farming, and suggests the remedy 
in the following short paragraph: 

The only cure, in our opinion, for the 
troubles and difiicuities under which the farm- 
ers of cur country are Jaboring. and of which 
we bear so much complaint, consists of a re- 
duction of ecreage, a diversification of crops. 
and the adoption of the intensive system of 
farming. Large plantations and large crop3 
of cotton invelve such heavy expenses that 
there is very little clear profits in the end. 
What Sdoes it profit a man to make 23 
to 160 bales of cotton when it takes it all to par 
the expenses of making it? Sach large crops 
also involve a loose and slip-shod svstem of 
cultivation which every year causes the 
land todecorate in value. Now. sippose he 
takes ten acres of this ground and puts the 
fame amount of fertilizers upon it and uses 
the same amount of labor in preparing the 
land and in working the er , he will, in the 
course of a few years, if not at first, be able to 
make the ten bales of cotton on the ten acres 
the sawe as he formerly did on the thirty 
acres, and that, teo, with one third of the labor 
and expense. If be plante sixty acres, let him 
reduce to twenty; if 160, to thirty-three and a 
third, and so on. 

The Leary Courier, published in the heart 
of the cotton belt, and a region hitherto cursed 
by the credit system, sees better timesat hand. 
“The credit eystem,” says the Courier, “so 
reinous to our farmers, will soon be known 
only as a thing of the past. There will not be 
one-half as much supplies sold on time in this 
part of the stale this es there wag list year, 
abd possibly one-fourth as much as there was 
three or four years ago, yet without so+e 
serious blight there will be just about as mach 
eetton and corn produced as there was then. 
This is one reason why we say the worst is 
past.”

Embezzlement. Accessory. Practice in 

Superior Court. (Before Judge Lampkin.) 

Hall, J.—-1: Although the ordinary of a 
county who took part in the larceny of county 
property under his care, before the qualifica- 
tion of his successor, might have been indicted 
for embezziement, yet where he was indicted 
as an accessory before the fact who counseled, 
commanded, advised and instigated others to 
commit a larceny of property found. in the 
courthouse of the county, where it had been 
deposited tor safe keeping, and was convicted 
of a misdemeanor because the property stolen 
was valued at less than fifty dollars, such con- 
viction was legal, Code, 77 4413, 4415, 4306. 

2, The evidence, taken together, was sufficient 
to show beyond areasonabie doubt that the jn- 
dictment was found and returned within the 
time required by the statute of limitations 
after the commission of the offense, 

3. Where oue indicted as principal on a 
charge of larceny from the house pleaded guil- 
iy, and his plea was entered of record, this was 
sufficient to authorize the court to proce 
with the trial of another defendant indictdéd 
as an accessory befure the fact,* although no 
judgment had been rendered on the pijea of 
guilty eptered by the principal. 25 Ga., 3vl, 


(a.) Where, pending the trial of the asces- 
sery, the court permitted the principal to with- 
draw his plea of guilty, there was noerror of 
which the defendant could comp!atu in charg- 
ing the jury that the piea of guilty, which was 
filed and entered by the principal before tae 
trial of the accessory began, was still before 
them and might be considered by them only 
to show that fact;that it was not conclusive 
evidence of the guilt of the principal, and that 
they should consider other evidence outside of 
that furnished by the record to establish this 
fact. 46 Ga, 298, 300, 301. 

(b). The court went too far in indulging the 
defencant, when he permitted the principal to 
withdraw his piea of guiity peudimg the trial 
of the accessory and offered the defendant an 
opporiunity to withdraw his case and have a 
mistriai declared on that accouut. 

4. A defendant may be convicted of a lower 
grade of the Offense than that with which he 
stands charged in the indictment. Therefore, 
whcretbe defendant was charged with being an 
accessory before the fact in a larceny of goods of 
more than fifty dollars in value, a verdict fiad- 
ing Lim juilty ef a misdemeanor because the 
goods were of less value than fifty doliars, was 
not illegal.

bill against the children and their father, al- 
leging that the latter left in the hands of aa- 
other certain notes in 1862, upon the eve of 
his departure for the war. and instructed such 
otber person to look after his family and pro- 
vide ahome for them during his absenve; 
that the person so +ntrusted collec:ed the 
money and purchased the land in controver- 
sy, and had the deed made t» him as trustee 
for the uses above stated; that this was done 
without the knowledge or consent of tho 
plaintiffs’ father,and he had no knowledge of 
it until 1666, whem he had sold oné huadred 
acres of the land to one of the complaia- 
ants; that he then discovered the mistake in 
the deed, and he and his wife consented that 
the person nawed as trustee might 
m such complainant a tiie, 
and afterwards that he mizht 
make title tothe other complainants, which 
was done; that the father received the money 
for the Jand,and out of it had supported, main- 
tained and educated the children; and that 
complainants had placed valuable improve- 
ments on theland. The prayer was for a de- 
cree declaring complainants’ title good and 
setting aside the trust deed, or in default of 
this, that complainants be subrogated to the 
rights of the father and be repaid the money 
expended for the education and main- 
tenance of the children, and that a reas- 
onable sum be allowed for the improve- 
ments: 

Held, 1, that the bill was demurrable, and 
that complainants were not entitled toany re- 
lief either at law or in equity. From the 
lapse of nearly twenty years after the discoy- 
ery of how the deed was wade, it will be con- 
cluded eitherthat it was originally: made on 
proper authority or that the act of the trustee 
was ratified by the father. 

2. It being the duty of the father to sup- 
port, educate and maintain his children, he 
has no rights against them to which the com- 
pisinante could be subrogated. 

(a.) This case differs from those in 56 Ga., 
o57 and 70 Ga., 179. 

3. Comp'aizants having bought with their 
eyes open, they knew, or could have known, of 
the title of the children by the use of very little 
diligence; and no fraud or imposition having 
been practiced upon them, they can only set off 
improvements avainst mesne profits.

[A Post Trad er May Sell Light Drinks at the 
Barracks When Completed. 

The possibility is that Fulton county will 

have at Jeast one drinking saloon in spite of 


probibition. 
The government, as is well known, will 
make Atlanta the southern headquarters of 


the United Statesarmy. Workis being rap-. 


idjy pushed forward on the designs for the 
government buildings. There will be fifty 
latge houses erected for the accommodation of 
1,C00men, who will be encamped here the 
year round as soon as the buildings are com- 
pleted. A portion of one of these buildings 
will be reserved for the post trader. 

A post trader is appointed by the three 
senior officers, who are appointed as a com 
mittee by the ‘commandnat of the post. Tais 
‘post trader” after he is appointec is allowed 
the privilege of sellingall kinds of goods. In- 
cluded under this head will be wimes, beer and 
other light liquors. 

A CONSTITUTION reporter called on one of 
the government officials stationed at this 
place and asked if the post trader of all posts 
were permitted to retail beer and wine to 
civilians in a prohibition county or state. 

The reply was: ‘The information you have 
iscorrect. The land on which the garrison 
will beestablished is ceded by the state of 
Georgia to the United States government, and 
the state in soceding this land to the govern- 
ment forfeits all claim to controlit. There is 
a pest trader appointed by the three senior 
officers under the commandant. The post 
trader, as soon as he is appointed, is allowed 
to sell general merchandise; also, wines and 
beer. He is allowed to sell to the soldiers of 
the post and to all civilians,” 

“If the citizens appeal to this committee to 
stop the sale of wine and beer in Falton coun- 
ty, will their appeal be considered by the 
committee?” 

‘It will be considered toacertain extent, 
but if this committee decides against the citi- 
zens it will be useless for them to apply else- 
where for the suppression of the sale.” 

“When was the first application made for 
appointment as post trade:?”’ 

“Nearly a yearago by H. Werner. Mr.Wer- 
ner has served twice as post trader, once in 
the north and once in Atlanta. He stands a 
fair showing for it the third time.

ATLANTA'S 


PROMISING EVANGEL- 
IST RETURNS FROM CHICAGO. 


Mr. 8mail Reaches Atlanta by the Georgia Pacifio— 
He is Accompanied by His Family—He Telis 
How He Enjoyed His Chicago Work and 
Speaks of the Great Good Done. 


Mr. Sam W. Small, the evangelist, accompa- 
nied by his family, reached home yesterday 
via Birmingham and the Georgia Pacific rail- 
road, from Chicago. 

When seen by Tue Constitution last night 
at his home, Mr.Small did not look apprecia- 
bly worsted by his twelve weeks of almost 
daily double service in preaching during the 
famous Cincinnati and Chicago revivals. He 
is, perhaps, a little thinner than usual, but 
otherwise is in excellent health and happy 
spirit. 

His family were with him during six weeks 
of the Chicago campaign, and stood the rigors 
‘of the northwestern “windy city” splendidly. 

Mr, Small comes home to rest for ten days. 
Rev. Sam Jones and Mr. Small begin an eight 
or ten days series of services at Colambus, 
Mississippi, on the 18th, and then go to Bulti- 
more for four weeks. 

THE GROWING EVANGELIST. 

From the current reports of the newspapers, 
wherever Mr. Small has been laboring, it is 
manifest that he is growing daily in the esti- 
mation of the Christian world, asan earnest, 
eloquent and consecrated evangelist. The Cin- 
cinnati papers were unanimousin pronouncing 
him a-phenomenally powerful preacher, not- 
withstanding he was only a novice of five 
months’ experience at the time. They said he 
was one of the most eloquent and captivating 
speakers that had ever appeared before {that 
people. The Chicago journals were e 
Jaudatory of his graces and nowers. T 
Ocean declared that no man had 
risen in six months to such permanent and 
thoroughly nitional reputation as a preacher. 
The religious press was filled with compli- 
ments to the clearness, boldness and excellence 
ef his sermons. That he has impressed the 
whole country with his powers in his new 
sphere of labor eo ag pt by the fact that the 
last issue of Frank Leslie’s newspaper contains 
a full front page portrait of Mr. Small, that is 
a most excellent likeness. 

’ THE CHICAGO MELFTINGS, 

“What report do you bring about the Chica- 
go meetings?’ 

“They were grand services. The manage- 
ment of them was in the hands of a committee 
and was poor, but the spirit of attention, in- 
terest aud seeking among the people was 
splendid, and the results were profitable.”’ 

5 “How many services were held each 
ay ?’”’ 

“‘Three regularly, and sometimes four. The 
nconday meetings at Farwell hall, under the 
auspices of the Y. M. C. A.,were generally con- 
ducted by myself, and were crowded by thous- 
ands of people every day. Several times 
Brother Jones conducted these services, also. 
He held the night services at Casino rink, 
preaching to 7,000 people at each service. The 
afterncon services were divided about equally 
between us.” 

“What was the aggregate attendance?’ 

“It was estimated by competent judges that 
net less than a quarter of a million indiyidu- 
als heard one or more of the services. The 
rink was ina bad location for the general 
population, being far on the south side of the 
city. The great majority of the people of 
Chicago were only reached through the news- 
papers. The reports of the daily services, it is 
believed, reached fully two and a half millions 
of readers each day.” 

“Did many strangers attend the services?” 

“A great number. They came from all parts 
of the northwest, and the addresses given in tie 


inquiry rooms showed that many of the con- * 


verts were non-residents of the city. The fol- 
lowing extract from a call for prayers by «the 
pastors of Chicago shows the character of the 
work done: 

‘For three weeks we have been envagedin 
union evangelistic services under the leadership 
of the Kev. Samuel P. Jones and Mr. Samuel 
Small, who, to a wonderful degree, haye engaged 
the attention of the people of Chicago and of abe 
ereat northwest. Ten thousand peopiec are every 
dey gathered at the different services which they 
addre:s. In seven newspapers in Chicago there 
are printed every day from twenty te thirty col- 
umns ofreportsof their sermons, and .these are 
eagerly read in the hundreds of thousands of 
homes which they reach in more than ten states 
und territories. There is a quickened interest 
among the unsased, and among God’s people 
there 1s manifested a spirit of prayer and of active 
and expectant faith altogether unusual. These 
evangelists are striking vigorous blows at the pre- 
vailing vices, and are stirring up the end 3 of 
Christ to sever its connection with every form of 
worldliness. Hundreds have already come 
ae the inquify rooms, and have surrendered to 
God, 

These converts are not §only from every part of 
the city and vicinity, but from more distant por- 
tions of our land. Religion has become the com- 
mon talk of the people.”’ 

ABOUT SAM JONES, 

“How did Sam Jones take with the people 
out there?’ 

“He made a wonderful capture of them. 


When I say that, I mean of the hearts of the > 


people. He can always boa depended upon to 
arouse some antagonism at first among the 
less spiritual ministry and laity, but sooner or 
later they have to ‘quit their meanness,’ and 
agree with the mass of the people. Sam Jones 
is, in my judgment, the most unique charac- 
ter now prominent in the religious world. He 
is thoroughly consecrated,- unselfish and en- 
dued with irresistible power from God. No 
matter what men may say and write, he is the 
light of an era in religious history as emphatic 
and divinely ordered as any the church of 
Christ has ever known. Brother Jones is 
growing in power, in breadth, and in popular 
magnetism every day, and there is no telling 
when and where the development of the man, 
under God, will reach its culmination of. 
powers.” 

‘‘How was he pleased with the meetings?” 

“TI believe he was satisfied with the visible 
harvest, and greatly hopeful of the good done 
in energizing and enlivening the membership 
of the churches. The best. results, however, 
cannot be attained with him when he is ham- 
pered by the viewsand notions ofa set of local 
know-it-all committeemen. He is a sort of 
spiritual general, who needs a carte blanche 
to run the campaign as he may deem best in 
the face of daily developments.” 

THE TOBACCO QUESTION. 

“What about you and Sam Jones quitting 
the use of tobacco?” 

“We both quit because we found that it was 
contrary to the Christian sentiment at large of 
the communities in which we were called to 
laber. The tobacco question in the north is 
assuming as great proportions as the prohibi- 
tion question is with us here in the 
south. A _ public moral teacher cannot 
use the weed there without giving 
great offense to thousands of good people. It 
is a Christian duty, therefore, to exercise self- 
denial in the matter.”’ 

A FINANCIAL CANARD. 

“How about that report that you and Sam 
Jones were paid $3,000 each for your four 
weeks’ services in Chicago?” 

“Tthink Joe Mulhatton, or his first cousin, 
must have originated that yarn, and foisted it 
upon the associated press nt. We do not 
usually discuss the generosity of the people 
with whom we labor, but this egregious story 
deserves correction. No such sums were offer- 
ed or paid to us. The gifts made 
us were satisfactory, but with me 
they did not reach anywherein the neighbor-
